Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Simmons (7006588) discloses an apparatus that relates to synchronization 
detection (Simmons: column 1, lines 17-19). This apparatus comprises "determining a 
point in accordance with a signal" (Simmons: column 5, lines 21-24, column 5, lines 46- 
50, wherein the point is the FS pattern) and "synchronizing the video decoder for 
decoding image data in accordance with the point" (Simmons: column 5, lines 46-50). 
However, this apparatus lacks the frame switch point and the signal corresponding to 
the completion of decoding as claimed. A further search was conducted which failed to 
yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious these 
limitations taken within the others in the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
